Navy's Top Fighting 
Admiral Drives J ap 
F leet Into H iding

WASHINGTON — The 
Na vy’s 
No. I fighting admiral and one of 
the best loved "skippers” in the 
entire United Sta tes fleet is Ad­ 
miral William F. Halsey, J r., who 
has devoted nearly two years to 
killing J apanese fighting men by 
the thousands. 
Even if Halsey is transferred 
from his post as commander of 
American forces in the South Pa­ 
cific, it is almost certain he will 
continue to be Yankee "poison” to 
the J aps in any J ob given him. 
When the history of America’s 
war with J apan is written, Hal­ 
se y s ex ploits as task force com­ 
mander and 
South Pacific 
fleet 
chief will be given a prominent 
part in the a ccount 
The tattooed, fighting admiral 
earned the cheers of all Americans 
in the early months of the war 
when his badly outnumbered war­ 
ships stopped the powerful J ap 
fleet dead in its track and finally 
sent the enemy Into hiding. 
Ever since the Battle of Guadal­ 
canal, Halsey has been the “ Bull­ 
dog of the Pacific” because of the 
way he has chased and battered 
the J aps wherever he found them. 
Halsey's standing order of the 
day in the area he commanded has 
been: “ Kill J aps, kill J aps and then 
kill more J ape." 
Halsey is admired and respected 
by virtually every man under him, 
from his aides down to the mess 
attendant*. 
For ex ample, here is 
one of the many stories that have 
drifted back from the fleet: 
Men Ail for Him 
Halsey appeared unex pected on 
the deck of a carrier while Ad­ 
miral Chester W. Nimitz, com­ 
mander - in - chief of the United 
States Pacific fleet, was awarding 
decorations. The men spied Halsey 
and even the presence of Nimitz 
did not keep them from cheering 
and throwing their caps in the air. 
They gay that Nimitz merely 
smiled understandingly and later 
proceeded with the presentations. 
After all, no one ever paid a grea t­ 
er tribute to Halsey, than Nimitz 
when he wrote after the great Bat­ 
tle of Guadalcanal: 
“ Halsey's conduct of his present 
command leaves nothing to be de­ 
sired . . . He has that rare combi­ 
nation of intellectual capacity and 
military audacity and can calcu­ 
late to a cat's whisker the risk in­ 
volved in operations when success­ 
ful 
accomplishments 
will 
bring 
great returns . . . His only ene­ 
mies are J aps . . ." 
A veteran seaman as well as an 
aviator, Halsey first gained public 
recognition in the dark days fol­ 
lowing Pearl Harbor when a car­ 
rier task force under his command 
hit the J apanese in America’s first 
real counterblow. 
The action occurred in J anuary. 
19 42, when American planes and 
ships swept into the J ap-held Mar­ 
shall and Gilbert islands and left a 
trail of sunken enemy ships and 
battered airfields and military In­ 
sta lla tion* 
It was the first of several such 
forays that carried Halsey and his 
men on a tour of destruction. 
Halsey did not take command In

the South Pacific until the United 
Sta tes lost three cruisers in the 
Battle of Savo Island shortly after 
United Sta tes Marines landed on 
Guadalcanal in August, 19 42. 
After Halsey took over, the J ap­ 
anese navy suffered a string of de­ 
fea ts unparalleled in their history. 
The climax came in the Battle of 
Guadalcanal in November, 19 42, 
when Halsey's forces upset a J ap 
trap. 


Halsey the Calm 


WASHINGTON — (CP) — 
When Navy men get together, 
here is one of the many stories 
they tell—and they swear it is 
true — to illustrate the calm 
courage of Admiral William S. 
Halsey, commander of Ameri­ 
can forces in the Pacific. 
The incident reportedly hap­ 
pened 
while 
Halsey was in 
command of a ta sk force at 
sea. During a fierce battle with 
the J apanese, Halsey was seen 
by one of his officers reading 
a book on the bridge of his 
aircraft carrier, apparently un­ 
concerned 
about 
shells 
and 
bombs. 
After the engagement, the 
curious officer asked Halsey in 
the wardroom if he really was 
reading a book and Halsey is 
said to have replied: 
"Don’t I have capable oflSi- 
cers? ” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ Didn't we plan the battle to 
the la st deta il? ” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
"Everything was going ac­ 
cording to plan, wasn't it? ” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ Well, if anything had gone 
wrong I would have put the 
book down.”

Halsey calculated the risk and 
sent a small but powerful force to 
intercept the J aps. 
Four J ap Cruisers Sunk 
In the American force was at 
least one new battleship. As the 
J ap armada moved around Save 
Island, the United Sta tes dread- 
| nought opened up with her 16-inch 
guns, and in the first few minutes 
| four J ap cruisers were sent to the 
bottom. 
After that battle the main units 
of J apan's fleet went into hiding, 
ex cept for small task forces which 
were wiped out in subsequent bat­ 
tles when American forces Invaded 
the Central Solomons. 
Halsey is one of the high rank­ 
ing naval officers who has spent 
his entire life in the service. When 
he was born, Oct. 30, 1882, in Eliz­ 
abeth, N. J ., his father had the 
rank of master on the U. S. S. Iro­ 
quois. Later the elder Halsey be­ 
came a captain. 
The admiral had his formal edu­ 
cation in the public schools of Val­ 
lejo, Cal. 
He was appointed to 
the United Sta tes Naval Academy 
by President William McKinley, 
and was graduated in 19 04. 
During World War I, Halsey did 
duty in the destroyer force bailed 
| a t Queenstown, Ireland, and he 
I won the Navy Cross for escorting 
convoys through submarine-infest- 
j ed waters. 
In April, 19 42, he was made 
commander of aircraft carriers in 
the Pacific, and it was during that 
period that the Navy transported 
United Sta tes Army bombers to 
within striking distance of Tokyo. 
Tokyo is going to hear a lot 
more from Halsey.

OUR WEATHER MAN

WASHINGTON — The Navy* 
No. I fighting admiral and one of 
the best loved “skippers” in the 
entire United States fleet is Ad­ 
miral William F. Halsey, Jr., who 
has devoted nearly two years to 
killing Japanese fighting men by 
the thousands. 
Even if Halsey is transferred 
from his post as commander of 
American forces in the South Pa­ 
cific, it is almost certain he will 
continue to be Yankee "poison” to 
the Japs in any Job given him. 
When the history of America’s 
war with Japan is written, Hal­ 
sey’s exploits as task force com­ 
mander and South Pacific fleet 
chief will be given a prominent 
part in the account 
The tattooed, fighting admiral 
earned the cheers of all Americans 
in the early months of the war 
when his badly outnumbered war­ 
ships stopped the powerful Jap 
fleet dead in its track and finally 
sent the enemy Into hiding. 
Ever since the Battle of Guadal­ 
canal, Halsey has been the “Bull­ 
dog of the Pacific" because of the 
way he has chased and battered 
th# Jap* wherever he found them. 
Halsey’s standing order of the 
day in the area he commanded has 
been: “Kill Japs, kill Jape and then 
kill more Japs.w 
Halsey is admin*) and respected 
by virtually every man under him, 
from his aides down to the mess 
attendants. 
For example, here Is 
one of the many stories that have 
drifted back from the fleet: 
Men All for Him 
Halsey appeared unexpected on 
the deck of a carrier while Ad­ 
miral Chester W. Nimitz, com­ 
mander • in - chief of the United 
States Pacific fleet, was awarding 
decorations. The men spied Halsey 
and even the presence of Nimitz 
did not keep them from cheering 
and throwing their caps in the air. 
They say that Nimitz merely 
smiled understandingly and later 
proceeded with the presentations. 
After all, no one ever paid a great­ 
er tribute to Halsey, than Nimitz 
when he wrote after the great Bat­ 
tle of Guadalcanal: 
"Halsey’s conduct of his present 
command leaves nothing to be de­ 
sired . . . He has that rare combi­ 
nation of intellectual capacity and 
military audacity and can calcu­ 
late to a cat’s whisker the risk in­ 
volved in operations when success­ 
ful accomplishments will 
bring 
great returns . , . His only ene­ 
mies are Japs . . ." 
A veteran seaman as well as an 
aviator, Halsey first gained public 
recognition in the dark days fol­ 
lowing Pearl Harbor when a car­ 
rier task force under his command 
hit the Japanese in America’s first 
real counterblow. 
The action occurred in January, 
1942, when American planes and 
ships swept Into the Jap-held Mar­ 
shall and Gilbert islands and left a 
trail of sunken enemy ships and 
battered airfields and military in- 
stallations. 
It was the first of several such 
forays that carried Halsey and his 
men on a tour of destruction. 
Halsey did not take command In

the South Pacific until the United 
States lost three cruisers In the 
Battle of Savo Island shortly after

After Halsey took over, the Jap­ 
anese navy suffered a string of de­ 
feats unparalleled in their history. 
The climax came In the Battle of 
Guadalcanal in November, 1942, 
when Halsey's forces upset a Jap 
trap. 


Halsey the Calm 


WASHINGTON — (CP) — 
When Navy men get together, 
here is one of the many stories 
they tell—and they swear it is 
true — to illustrate the calm 
courage of Admiral William S. 
Halsey, commander of Ameri­ 
can forces in the Pacific. 
The incident reportedly hap­ 
pened while Halsey was in 
command of a task force at 
sea. During a fierce battle with 
the Japanese, Halsey was seen 
by one of his officers reading 
a book on the bridge of his 
aircraft carrier, apparently un­ 
concerned about shells and 
bombs. 
After the engagement, the 
curious officer asked Halsey in 
the wardroom if he really was 
reading a book and Halsey is 
said to have replied: 
“Don’t I have capable offi­ 
cers?” 
“Yes, sir.” 
“Didn’t we plan the battle to 
the last detail?” 
“Yes, sir." 
“Everything was going ac­ 
cording to plan, wasn't it? ” 
“Yes, sir.” 
“Well, if anything had gone 
wrong I would have put the 
book do WTI.” 


A powerful force of Japanese 
battleships, cruisers and destroyer* 
w e r e reported heading tow’irc 
Guadalcanal In what proved to be 
tbs* last attempt by th* enemy Ic 
retake the island. 
Halsey calculated the risk and 
sent a small but powerful force to 
intercept the Japs. 
Four Jap OulM'rs Sunk 
In the American force was at 
least one new battleship. As the 
Jap armada moved around Save 
Island, the United States dread­ 
nought opened up with her 16-lnch 
guns, and in the first few minutes 
four Jap cruisers were sent to the 
bottom. 
After that battle the main units 
of Japan's fleet went into hiding, 
except for small task forces which 
were wiped out in subsequent bat­ 
tles when American forces invaded 
the Central Solomons. 
Halsey is one of the high rank­ 
ing naval officers who has spent 
his entire life in the service. When 
he was bom, Oct. 30, 1882, in Eliz­ 
abeth, N. J., his father had the 
rank of master on the U. S. S. Iro­ 
quois. Later the elder Halsey be­ 
came a captain. 
The admiral had his formal edu­ 
cation in the public schools of Val­ 
lejo, Cal. 
He was appointed to 
the United States Naval Academy 
by President William McKinley, 
and was graduate ' in 1904. 
During World War I, Halsey did 
duty in the destroyer force based 
at Queenstown, Ireland, and he 
won the Navy Cross for escorting 
convoys through submarine-infest­ 
ed waters. 
In April, 1942, he wras made 
commander of aircraft carriers in 
the Pacific, and it was during that 
period that the Navy transported 
United States Army bombers to 
within striking distance of Tokyo. 
Tokyo is going to hear a lot 
more from Halsey. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 
19—Over one million people will 
be required to handle relief and 
rehabilitation after this war, ac­ 
cording to an estimate today by 
Luther Gulick, of the U. S. secre­ 
tariat at the United Nations coun­ 
cil in Atlantic City. 
Gulick, former chief of the di­ 
vision of program and require­ 
ments in the now defunct office of 
foreign relief and rehabilitation op­ 
erations, made the estimate in a j 
speech before the New York con­ 
ference on social work at New 
York City.

Airs New Facts 
His speech, distributed in ad­ 
vance by the UMBRA public rela­ 
tions sections, contained numerous 
hitherto unrevealed facts about 
prospective plans of the United 
Nations for world aid.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19—The administration suffered another re­ 
buff today in its anti-inflation battle when legislation was approved 
making effective the proposed eight-cent-an-hour pay increase for 
1,100,000 non-operating railroad workers.

boost would violate the “little steel" formula. 
The subcommittee described the wage agreement between rail op­

Vinson had previously recom­ 
mended a sliding scale increase of 
four to ten cents an hour, thus 
overriding the conclusions reached 
by a presidential board which 
approved a general eight-cent in­ 
crease. 
The subcommittee's recommen­ 
dation which will be reported to 
the full committee Monday, came 
as the nation’s 1,450,000 railroad 
w’orkers were voting almost IOO 
percent for a strike call In protest

But he 
asserted that the overall cost of 
relief to the United States after 
the last war was five and a half 
billion dollars. And he p ointed out: 
“The figure is bound to be more 
than after World War I, because 
the damage is more serious al­ 
ready and the area covered is far 
more extensive." 
The United States, he said, can 
and should carry the greatest p art 
of the burden because of “its large 
fraction of the world's p roductive 
cap acity and the late entry into 
the war. 
But he p ointed out that we shall 
not be alone this time and said: 
“We have been in the war one 
hundred weeks. We are now sp end­ 
ing p erhap s l$i billion dollars a 
week on the war. Do you think we 
could offer less than two weeks 
at the p resent sp ending rate to­ 
ward the p eace. As a m atter of 
fact, that offer alone, made good 
in the first countries liberated, will 
shorten the war by more than two 
weeks. Figured In the currency of 
p sychological warfare, every dol­ 
lar we and the British and all the 
other nations p ut into the relief 
op eration now, q uickly and sp ec­ 
tacularly , will cost us not a single 
cent. It will be made up to us in 
the shortening of the war, the 
earlier end of war costs, and in 
values which cannot be measured 
in dollars and cents—in the saving 
of the lives of our sons and broth­ 
ers.

The United States, he said. can 
and should carry the greatest part 
of the burden because of “its large I 
fraction of the world's productive ! 
capacity and the late entry into j 
the war. 
But he pointed out that we shall 
not be alone this tim e and said: 
“We have been in the w-ar one 
hundred w-eeks. We are now spend­ 
ing perhaps 1% billion doliar» a 
week on the war. Do you think we 
could offer less than two weeks 
at the present spending rate to­ 
ward the peace. As a m atter of 
fact, that offer alone, made good 
in the first countries liberated, will 
shorten the war by more than two 
weeks Figured In the currency of 
psychological w arfare, every dol­ 
lar u-e and the British and all the 
other nations put into the relief 
operation now-, quickly and spec­ 
tacularly, will cost us not a single 
cent. It will be made up to us in 
the shortening of the war, the 
earlier end of w ar costs, and in 
values which cannot be measured 
in dollars and cents—in the saving 
of the lives of our sons and broth-

Nobody is ev er going to inv ent 
some k ind of an enema which fixes 
things up in one shot. Nobody, in 
short, is going to be able to neglect 
the man and treat only his stom­ 
ach or bowels. 
Rare Experiences 
Oh! to be sure there are a few 
conditions in the abdomen that 
yield to physical measures alone. 
Ev ery once in a while you see 
a 
fellow who has an ulcer that is 
nothing but an ulcer, that doesn’t 
seem to be attached to a man and 
you can cure that/with the Sippy 
treatment. Ev ery once in a while 
a surgeon can remov e an infected 
appendix and doesn’t hav e to call 
the Christian Science practitioner 
in afterwards. Ev ery once in a 
while you find a fine pancreatic 
cyst or a hepatoma. But any prac- 
tioner will tell you these are rare 
experiences.

Most forms of indigestion are 
’ due to emotional upsets. Indeed 
most forms of heart disease, uter­ 
ine disease, k idney disease—ev ery 
other organ you can name—are 
due to emotional disturbances.

Difficult Subject

(3) 
the weight has increased at least 
35 percent between the time he ac­ 
quired the livestock and the time 
of slaughter. In all three Instances, 
the raising of the livestock must 
take place on a farm or other place 


Farmers and other producers of 
livestock may easily determine 
whether or not they are eligible to 
slaughter without a license or per­ 
mit and to consume meat without 
giving up ration points, under a 
simplified 
procedure 
announced 
jointly 
today by 
the Office 
of 
Price Administration and the War 
Food Administration. 
Chief points in the joint action: 
I. OPA changed its meat ra­ 
tioning regulation to simplify the 
requirements covering point-free

have visited the farm for the pur­

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BUY WAR BONDS 


All Circleville 
and 
Pickaway 
county firms employing eight or 
more persons will establish a 48- 
hour minimum work week Decem­ 
ber I. E. L. Keenan, chief of the 
War Manpower Commission 
for 
Ohio, fixed the December I date, 
the 48-hour provision being effec­ 
tive in Pickaway, Franklin, Union, 
Madison and Delaware 
counties 
on the same date. 
Keenan said 
that 
employers 
would be given an additional 30 
days to make changes 
in 
their 
production and time schedules. 
Provisions have also been made, 
he said, through which employ­ 
ers who believe the 48-hour week 
will be impracticable in their bus­ 
iness may file for exemptions un­ 
der the order. Forms for filing 
the requests for 
exemption 
will 
be sent to all employers with let­ 
ters of instruction. They must be 
returned to Ralph E. Gabele, Co­ 
lumbus, WMG area 
cfficial, 
for 
investigation. 
To Utilize Manixmer 
War Manpower Commission of­ 
ficials, according to Mr. Gabele, 
believe that the 48-hour week will 
more fully utilize manpower to 
insure maximum production with 
a minimum number of employes. 
In addition to the 
Columbus 
area, 28 other counties in Ohio 
will put on the 48-hour schedule 
at the same time. 
Firms which qualify for exemp­ 
tion from the order must estab­ 
lish that the longer work-week 
would be impracticable in view of 
the nature of 
their 
operations, 
that it would not contribute to 
the reduction of 
labor 
require­ 
ments or would conflict with any 
federal, state or local law or reg­ 
ulation limiting hours of work.

of

longer 
work week moans, In effect, that 
no employer of eight or more, 
unless exempted, can hire any 
Individual'unless that Individual 
will be employed

48- 
hours. 
Nine Exemptions 
Mr. Gabele said that exemptions 
to the regulation 
also 
includes 
youths under 16 
years of age; j 
individuals who, on 
account 
of 
other employment, household re- I 
sponsibilities or physical limita­ 
tion are not available 
for 
full 
time work: persons in the employ 
of certain specific 
branches 
of 
state, federal or municipal 
gov­ 
ernments: 
establishments 
prin­ 
cipally engaged in agriculture, or 
establishments employing less than 
eight workers. 
All employers in the area, how­ 
ever, with eight or more workers, 
will be required to fill out a re­ 
quest for the 
determination 
of 
their status and submit it to the 
office of the area director. 
Stores, banks and movies are 
examples of industries which could 
be expected to be exempted be­ 
cause the longer work week would 
be impracticable. 
“Any individual who can estab­ 
lish the fact that he is only work­ 
ing 40 hours a week after Decem­ 
ber I is entitled to a statement 
of availability to permit him to 
seek work in an essential activity 
where he will be employed more 
fully on a 48-hour 
basis, 
unless 
his present employer is 
subject 
to an exemption as determined by 
the area director,” said Gabele. 
The other 28 counties in which 
the 48-hour week is scheduled to 
be invoked are: Allen, Auglaize.
